Dr. Reginal Lourie, president of the 
Commission on the Mental Health of 
Children, in testifying before a Senate 
Committee said, “there is serious 
thinking among child researchers 
that we cannot trust the family alone 
to prepare young people for this new 
kind of world — not only are parents 
unnecessary, but they are too inept to 
rear their own children.” 
Now how does that grab you? 
If our memory serves us right, we 
believe that this good doctor would 
have fit right in with Hitler and his 
goal of a super race. 
As Burleson 
points out 
in his 
column, “ The ‘stan d ard izin g ’ of 
children has historically been the 
practice of totalitarian countries. 
Porbably Communist China has the 
most far-reaching of any in modern 
times. Political and social direction 
are the principle motives. This sort of 
regimentation just does not represent 
the American family life which has 
been the mainstay of the moral fiber 
of our Nation. 
And don’t just think that this is just 
one more crank speaking out in this 
country because the bill the doctor is 
supporting has already passed the 
Senate and will soon come before the 
House. 
The Bill is entitled “The Com­ 
prehensive 
H e a d sta y , 
Child 
Development and Family Services 
Act of 1972.” In December of last year 
the Congress passed a sim ilar 
measure as an amendment to the 
Economic Opportunity Act which was 
vetoed by the President. 
As Burleson points out, “Child 
Development should not be confused 
with Day C are which provides 
facilities for children of working 
mothers. 
The bill passed by the Senate is 
more than Child Care. As described 
by the advocates it is “an activist’s 
program intent upon perfecting the 
child’s early environment.” 
It seems to be the assumption of Dr. 
Lourie and others that an institution, 
run by an impersonalized staff, can 
substitute tor parental love and care. 
As you can see, if these people have 
their way there will be no need for 
parents just as soon as the scientists 
can come up with test-tube children. 
But, then what do you need the 
children for?

Dear edit ar: 
Over the years and several 
times lately I’ve read about 
law yers arguing that their 
clients couldn’t get a fair trial in 
their home towns because too 
much publicity had been given 
their crimes. Too many people 
know about the matter and a 
change of venue is required to 
get a fair and impartial jury, 
the lawyers say. 
What 
they 
mean 
is 
that 
justice requires that their client 
be tried before 12 people who’ve 
never heard of the murder or 
the stealing or the defrauding or 
whatever it was he did. With or 
without a change of venue, 
sometimes it takes two or three 
months and thousands and 
thousands of dollars just to pick 
12 people considered unin­ 
formed enough to serve. 
I have figured out a way to 
avoid all this. What we need is a 
stable of 
people 
specially 
selected and sheltered to serve 
as jurors. It’d be their lifetim e’s 
work. 
To make sure they meet the 
court’s requirements, that is, 
that they are totally ignorant of 
w hat’s 
going 
on, 
the 
professional jurors would be 
prohibited from reading any 
newspaper that isn’t at least 
five years old. No television of 
course 
would 
be 
permitted, 
because even on soap operas or 
football games the networks 
have 
a 
prejudicial, 
jury- 
destroying habit of interrupting 
a 
program 
to 
report 
news 
bulletins. They’d have to get 
their 
intertainm ent 
from 
phonograph records, checkers 
and dominoes. No chess. What 
sort of juror do you think Bobby 


Fischer would make? What an 
affornt it’d be to the dignity of 
the court to have each juror 
hauling in his own chair and 
adjusting all the lights in the 
court room. 
Under this system, when a 
trial begins, the judge pushes a 
button and 
12 people came 
sliding out of a chute, their eyes 
blinded by the glare but their 
minds absolutely uncluttered. It 
would then be up to the lawyers 
on both sides to unroll the facts 
and 
im plant 
w hatever 
prejudices they can manage, 


ten minutes 
after 
the 
trial 
starts. No use taking weeks and 
hunting all over the county to 
find 12 people who never heard 
of you when you’ve got 
12 
already stored away in the 
courthouse. 
Of course another way to 
handle the problem would be to 
abolish 
all 
newspapers 
and 
radio and television stations, 
but I won’t go into that. I’m 
probably already in contempt of 
court as it is.

Smith is threatening a special 
legislative session on insurance 
reform. 
In a statew ide, televised 
speech, he announced he will 
ask the Legislature to abolish 
the paid, three-member State 
Insurance 
Board, which 
he 
charges is company dominated. 
Angered by Senate rejection 
July 7 of his longtime friend, 
Larry Teaver, to the Board, 
Smith blamed the defeat on the 
“powerful 
insurance lobby.” 
His 
recom m endations 
to 
“ com pletely reorganize and 
reform the regulation of the 
insurance industry” will 
be 
delivered to a special session 
this year or to the next regular 
session in January. 
Reaction to his speech, the 
Governor said, will determine 
whether he goes through with 
the special session call. He feels 
reorganization of the Board can 
be achieved only in a limited 
special session, but he isn’t sure 
whether the public yet supports 
reform strongly enough to in­ 
sure action. 
Dallas Sen. Oscar Mauzy, a 
leader in the move to reject 
Teaver, challenged Smith to 
follow through and call the 
session immediately. He said he 
opposed Teaver, not because he 
was a consumer advocate on the 
Board,

character and ability.” 
Smith in his tv speech an­ 
nounced 19 vetoes of items 
totalling $6.35 million from the 
1973 appropriations bill. 
Among the vetoed items: 
funds to acquire facilities for an 
A & I University center at 
Corpus Christi; a legislative 
scheme to thwart construction 
of a new highway building near 
the capitol by forcing creation 
of a state “garden park” on the 
site; $1 million for a Fort Worth 
state school and $1.22 million for 
new branch junior college in 
Coleman, Lubbock, Haskell and 
Palestine.

Farm Set-Aside Payments 


Approximately 95 percent of 
the farmers in Jones 
County 
have received farm set-aside 
program paym ents totaling 
$5,378,000 
during July, ac­ 
cording to R. 
B. 
Rowland, 
County Executive Director for 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and 
Conservation 
Service 
(ASCS). 
Nationwide, 
approximately 
750,000 cotton, feed grain and 
wheat producers were mailed a 
total of $850 million in expedited 
preliminary payments. 
Payments under the set-aside 
programs are made to farm ers 
who agree to set-aside part of 
their land from production in 


order 
to meet a national ob­ 
jective of balancing supply and 
dem and 
in 
certain 
com ­ 
modities. These payments help 
to off-set the loss of returns 
from cropland that otherwise 
would be used for income- 
yielding production, and on 
which the farm er is obliged to 
continue to pay taxes and apply 
needed conservation steps, 
according to officials of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 


Payments to producers are 
limited to $55,000 per person for 
each of three crops - feed grain, 
wheat and cotton under the 
Agricultural Act of 1970.
